Clean-Up Campaign 

It is hoped that all Menlo Park householders will appreciate, 
and will take advantage of, the coming Spring Clean-Up scheduled 
for the week of April 7 to 13. 

This is not a new idea, nor an untried One; it has been suc- 
cessful in towns and cities across the Nation for many years, and 
is founded upon a conclusion reached by every housewife, ie. that 
even with its weekly going over, at least once a year a house needs 
a complete renovation. 

What season is so appropriate for a thorough clean-up as 
Spring? Spring, with its budding foliage, wealth of flowers, blue 
skies and balmy air sort of blows away our mental cob-webs. And 
the resulting fresh outlook of hopeful expectancy makes One wish 
he could be rid of the accumulated litter that has found its way to 
attic and basement, to cupboards and closets, to porch and patio, 
to garage and far corners of the yard. 

Ah yes, the wish is there to clear out the rubbish, but pro- 
crastination lingers—even in the Spring. Besides, what is really 
worthless? What should be salvaged? And by whom? And it is 
such a lot of trouble to call one place for a pick-up of discarded 
furniture or clothing and another to have worthless trash hauled 
away. And the work of getting it together. And the cost of the re- 
moval. Let it slide. Ho, hum! 

There is no quicker way to overcome this tendency toward de- 
lay than to instigate a community project that will cover the issue. 
Seeing other people active always supplies stimulation. When your 
neighbor starts his gardening you can hardly wait to begin your 
own. If you knew that all your neighbors in Menlo Park were g0- 
ing to “clean up” their premises at a designated time the crusade 
would take on an atmosphere’ of sport, with some healthy competi- 
tion. Seeing the amount of rubbish one’s friends have for disposal 
makes one less discouraged with the amount of his own. 

The Lions Club of Menlo Park is sponsoring this Clean-Up 
Week in our town. It is their hope to find enough trucks to carry 
away the rubbish, using those that belong to the City and some 
donated for the purpose by private business. 

It is not yet known just how successful they will be in this 
undertaking, for it certainly will call for much volunteer labor as 
well as transportation if such a project can be carried out. But 
they afe working on it. One Mid-western city asked the house- 
holders to segregate their “rubbish” in such a way that the organ- 
izations who do salvage materials could make their collections the 
same day, and this was done with great success. 

Whatever plans for this Spring cleaning the Lions may work 
out, let us cooperate with them and with each other and make a 
gamé of it at the same time we do a thorough job. A clean-up of 
the entire community at one time should afford us each and all a 
very pleasant feeling.

According to the 1947 edition of Ayers Directory of Newspapers 
and Magazines there are currently published in the United States, 
1,872 daily papers, 6,400 periodicals, and almost 10,000 weeklies.

How- 
ever, all hands on the RECORDER, heave-to with a will to get each 
week's issue on the press. Work? Yes, but work we like, and that 
makes the difference. 


Thursday nights we sleep in peace—the paper is out. Friday 
morning the Printers turn hurriedly to the job work that is waiting 
and, believe it or not, they whistle while they work. The Reporters 
become office clerks and catch up on the week’s correspondence, 
circulation records, accounts, etc. Friday would be a wonderful morn- 
ing were it not for the uneasy apprehension that the phone is sure 
to ring. 


It rings. Whoever is nearest groans as he grabs it. 
are the messages that come over the Friday morning wire: 
“Say, you left out our ad.”

Nor is it easy to account for our seeming lack of discrimina- 
tion since anyone can ready a copy and say, “‘THIS certainly could 
have been omitted”. But the first run of the paper goes through the 
press a full day ahead of the last run, so that four pages are already 
printed (with the best reading material we have at the time) when 
much of our news is still coming in. 

We have known for a long time that there is only one solu- 
tion to our limitations—a larger paper. With the new machine we 
could accomplish this and make it pay, since our increasing circu- 
lation and advertising clientele keeps pace with the expanding city 
and its rapidly growing business centers. Without the new machine 
“man hours” make a larger issue almost prohibitive. 

But this week we are giving it a try, and (if it succeeds) we 
think you will like our twelve page paper. We are grateful to our 
patient public. To them we dedicate this Spring Issue.

More than 25 years ago a Rus- 
sian philosopher, named Ouspensky, 
wrote a thesis called “Tertium Or- 


ganum”. It is a remarkable work 


to which I cannot possibly do jus- 
tice in this limited space. I men- 
tion it only because of its unique 

approach. This is 
to put one’s self 
in the place of a 
two - dimensional 
being (say a 
horse) regarding 
:a three-dimen. 
sional world and 
= then to attempt a 
like extension 
. from the concept 
of a being in this 
latter world (a 
man) to the as- 
yet-unfathomed universe of super- 
men or gods. 


During the same year in which 
Ouspensky’s thesis appeared, Will 
Irwin attempted a similar projection 
of Logic and Precedent in his book 
called “The Next War.” He show- 
ed, with a reporter’s accuracy, the 
rapid increase in power and effic- 
iency of lethal weapons; he forecast, 
with remarkable prescience, the 
murder-tolls of World War II; he 
agreed with most analysts that “we 
hadn’t seen anything yet”. He in- 
ferred that Civilization might easily 
take a beating in some future con- 
flict which would practically destroy 
it. An atomic-bomb-conscious world 
knows how nearly he was right. 

A few years earlier (1918) a group 
of the world’s greatest statesmen as- 
sembled at Versailles to isolate from 
the Trail-and-Error lessons of past 
centuries a formula for lasting 
peace. Judging from Stephen Bon- 


sal’s ‘Unfinished Business”, a secret 
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diary of the Versailles conference’s 
chief reporter, published in 1944, it 
must have been even more of a cir- 
cus than U.N. is today, the differ- 
ence being that Britain and Ameri- 
ca, the dominant powers of that era, 
worked together fairly well. Today’s 
titanic and opposing ideologies were 
not present, symbolizing the stale- 
mate of Immovable Obstacle and Ir- 
resistible Force. A fairly workable 
plan was suggested and adopted. 
The League of Nations was born— 
to be emasculated by an Isolationist 
Congress and later to die of slow 
poison in Geneva’s rococo palace. 

And, to what may all this lead? 
you well may ask. I wish I knew. 
Will Irwin put himself into the har- 
ness of a 1918 war--horse, let us 
say, to deal with problems later to 
be posed by Hitler. He didn’t do 
such a bad job of anticipation, 
though nobody listened to him. 
Woodrow Wilson, Lloyd George, 
Clemenceau et al evolved patterns 
for international amity that were 
excellent, but the world tore them 
up. And now, at Moscow, we have 
a tougher, wiser group to whom Wil- 
son’s idealism would be a laugh and 
the power of destruction is a touch- 
stone. Is the situation hopeless? I 
think not. At least the proceed- 
ings are open. That’s a great ad- 
vance. There is not the sorry spec- 
tacle of Clemenceau’s crocodile tears 
at the conference table and double- 
crossing in the antechamber. I 
have an idea that getting things “off 
their chest” will help the Russians. 
They have had many years to ac- 
cumulate suspicion and resentment 
toward a world that made them out- 
casts. They'll get over it by and by 
and play ball.

From time to time complaints 
concerning the inadequacy of street 
lighting in Menlo Park are directed 
to the City Council. No matter how 
justified the Council may consider 
these complaints to be, it can do 
nothing about them, because it has 
no authority over the lighting sys- 
tem. The Menlo Park Lighting Dist- 
rict, of which only about half of 
the assessed valuation lies within 
the corporate limits of the City, was 
organized in 1910 ynder the High- 
way Lighting District Act. Menlo 
Park was not incorporated until 
1927. Under the Highway Lighting 
District Act, the Board of Supervis- 
ors of San Mateo County is the gov- 
erning body of the Menlo Park 
Lighting District. The Board’s dut- 
ies are a) to make all rules, regula- 
tions, and laws necessary for the ad-

vise and plan a system for the dist- 
strict, and decide upon the kind of 
service most feasible for the dist- 
rict, c) to indicate the placing and 
installation of all lights, and any 
and all subsequent additional lights, 
d) to: receive bids, award, and make 
contracts with lighting companies, 
e) to determine the number of em- 
ployees, f) to designate hours for 
lighting, and g) to perform all other 
acts necessary and proper. 


The contract for lighting the 
Menlo Park Lighting District is 
made with the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company. A conference with 
one of its officials has supplied the 
following information. Practically 
all lights in the District are on the 
power poles of the Company and 
are its property. The service charge 
includes the rental of this equip- 
ment. The only lights not belong- 
ing to the Company are the few 
electroliers, principally on Live Oak 
Avenue and on Roberts Drive, which 
were paid for by the property own- 
ers. The monthly cost for rental, 
service, and power for the whole 
lighting district is $1298.08. Of this 
amount, $658.13 or 50.7 per cent is

Visual Education is a relatively 
new phrase, but according to Mr. 
Henry Hall, Asst. County Superin- 
tendent, “teaching by seeing” has 
been going on ever since there were 
schools, though the first illustrated 
text books came out about the time 
the Pilgrims landed in America. 


Speaking to the Menlo Park PTA 
meeting last Tuesday, Hall said that 
visual aid in education “clarifies im- 
pressions, fixes facts, reduces time 
of learning, improves efficiency, and 
decreases forgetting.” Following 
Hall’s informative talk, Mr. Loren 
Miller, consultant for visual aids, 
gave further illustrations of the 
great benefits to be gained from this 
method of teaching and presented 
films of interest. Bill Downey of 
the 8th Grade, handled the project_ 
or with ease.

expended for that portion of the 
lighting district lying within the 
corporate limits of Menlo Park. The 
assessed valuation of the lighting 
district is $6,163,570, while that for 
Menlo Park is $3,063,020, or 49.7 per 
cent. Hence the area within the 
City is getting slightly more than 
its share from the taxes it pays into 
the lighting district. 


The complaints most frequently 
made are 1) that some lamps are 
too small to provide an adequate a- 
mount of light, and 2) that addi- 
tional lights are needed. For the 


jmost part the lights merely are 


markers for street corners. Sixty- 
five of the total of 277 street lights 
in Menlo Park, or 23 per cent, con- 
tain 100 candlepower lamps. They 


are approximately equivalent to 60! 
watt lamps, which is less than ade-, 


quate foy an ordinary reading lamp. 
Moreover, these lamps are in old 
style fixtures high above the ground, 
that do not give a directional beam 
but diffuse the light in all direc- 
tions. In view of the fact that the 
Menlo Park area already is receiv- 
ing more than its share from the 
taxes collected by the lighting dist- 
right, one readily can understand 
the reluctance of the Board of Su- 
pervisors to increase the general 
level of lighting in the City.
